(Broncho-Pneumonia) . 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  table  on  the  following  page,  there  were  six 
further  deaths  before  age  45  years  (2  Tuberculosis,  1  Coronary  disease, 

1  Pneumonia,  1  Congenital  defect  and  1  fall  from  tractor). 

61  deaths  (49^^)  were  at  age  75  or  over. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  causes  and  the  nuniher  of  deaths  occurring 
at  the  various  age  groups.  The  totals  correspond  with  the  Registrar 
General* s  figures. 

As  in  last  year*s  report  the  deaths  have  been  classified  to  conform 
v;ith  implementation  of  the  World  Health  Organisation  Nomenclature 
Regulations,  194Q  -  these  regulations  being  set  out  on  pages  371-376  of  the 
International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes 
of  Death,  1946*

GENZiRAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES,  The  Emeri^Gncy  Puhlic  Health  Laboratory, 
Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Pry, 
provides  an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily 
discusses  and  advises  on  any  epidemaological  or  similar  probleiric 

Dr,  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  Tennison  Road,  Cambridge,  gives 
a  similar  efficient  and  helpful  service  v/hen  chemical  analyses  are 
required, 

(b)  ALCIULAHCB  FAC ILI TIE S .  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  through 
the  agency  of  the  Suffolk  Branch  of  the  "^-ritish  Red  Cross  Society 
provide  the-  Amibulance  Service  for  the  District,  mainly  by  ambulances 
stationed  in  Bury  Sto  Edmunds, 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HQL/IBc  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District 
Nurse-Midv/ives  carry  out  these  duties*, 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  These  are  not  the  responsibility 
of  the  Rural  District  Council, 

(e)  HOSPITALSo  The  hospitals  used  by  Thedwastre  residents  are 
indicated  by  the  follov/ing  information  with  regard  to  live  births  and 
deaths. 


Of  the  153  Live  Births,  6?  (44%)  took  place  at  the  resident's 
home  in  Thedwastre  -  the  remaining  86  were  almost  all  hospital  births 
and  the  great  majority  occurred  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Bury  St, 
Edmunds,  or  the  West  Suffolk  Hospital,  Bury  St,  Edmunds, 


74  of  the  125  deaths  of  Thedv/astre  Residents  in  1951  occurred  at 
their  own  homes  in  Thedwastre.  Of  the  remaining  51  there  were  48 
deaths  in  hospital  as  under: -

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


1,  (i)  WATER.  The  Annual  Report  for  1950  stated  that  much  of  the  ground 
work  necessary  to  have  the  benefits  of  the  Proposed  Comprehensive 
Water  Scheme  had  been  accomplished  ~  it  is  gratifjmng  to  report  tnat 
dui’i-ng  1951  obvious  evidence  of  this  became  apparent,  in  that,  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  mains  v/ater  was  being  used  in  59  houses  in  5  of  our 
parishes  as  follows 


10  houses  at  Elmswell 
1  house  at  Hunston 
4  houses  at  Gedding 
14  houses  at  Rattlesden 
30  houses  at  ’.''/oolpit 

serving  an  estimiated  number  of  I90  persons. 

A  fitter  and  two  mates  v/ere  engaged  early  in  iiUgust  by  the  Council 
for  main  tapping,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  93  tappings  had  been  made. 
Chemical  analysis  of  this  miains  v/ater  shov/ed  pH  7*ls  Chlorine  3*6, 
Oxygen  .0329,  Nitrate  Nil,  Nitrite  Nil,  Hardness  26.92  (parts  per 
100,000). 

The  monthly  bacteriological  samples  were  also  all  satisfactory. 

The  comparative  absence  of  drought  throughout  the  year  reduced  the 
need  for  water  carting  to  parts  of  the  two  iDarishes  of  Elmsv/ell  and 
Thurston, 
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In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  from  the  public  piped  supply ^ 

26  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  wells  and  bores.  One  bore 
sample  Avas  doubtful  and  three  satisfactory^  and  sixteen  v/ell  samples 
v/ere  unsatisfactory  and  six  satisfactory.  In  some  of  these  cases  the 
users  were  persuaded  to  transfer  to  the  main  water  supply  and  in  other 
cases  warning  notices  to  boil  the  water  before  drinl^ing  were  issued. 

It  is  anticipated  that  Stage  I  of  the  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme 
which  we  share  with  Thingo^j  R.D.C.>  will  be  completed  in  1952.  By  the 
end  of  1951  n  total  of  36.1674  miles  of  6'*  to  15*'  trunk  mains  had  been 
completed  linking  the  boreholes  at  Rushbrooke  and  Ixworth  with  the  towers 
at  Bradfield  St.  Clare,  Button  Haugh  and  Stowlangtof t.  There  remained 
only  4  miles  of  this  primary  12’'  main  to  oe  laid  to  connect  Depden 
Reservoir  to  Risby  borehole,  and  work  on  this  section  was  making  good 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.

(ii)  DRiilNAGE  AND  SBi^/ERi\CE.  The  advent  of  the  piped  water  supply  will 
shortly  stress  the  necessity  of  providing  adequate  drainage  and  sev/erage 
schemes.  Already  the  need  is  obvious  in  the  built-up  areas  where  there 
is  an  absence  of  garden  space.  The  Council  are  considering  schemes  for 
Woolpit,  Rattlesden,  V/alsham-le-Willows  and  Elmswell  and  it  is  hoped  that 
tenders  at  a  sufficiently  low  figure  to  allow  the  Ministry  to  give 
approval  may  be  obtained. 

Increased  use  was  made  during  1951  of  the  cesspool  emptying  machines 
of  neighbouring  authorities.  The  Council  placed  an  order  for  a  750 
gallon  Yorkshire  Karrier. 

2.  RIVERS  ARP  STREAMS.  As  in  previous  years  the  Council  employed  a  man 
continuously  cleaning  out  the  streams  and  ditches  in  order  to  ensure  that 
as  3  ittle  nuisance  as  possible  arose  in  the  water-courses  in  the  District. 

3.  (i)  CLCSET  AGGCHMCDATION.  Most  working  class  houses  in  the  District 
have  pail  closets,  the  emptying  of  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
tenant.  The  number  of  vault  closets  in  the  District  is  exceedingly  small® 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  four-weekly  refuse  collection  service  was 
maintained  throughout  the  whole  of  the  District  by  the  Council’s  own 
refuse  vehicle  and  their  employees.  Control  tipping  is  carried  out  at 
the  tips  at  Elmswell,  Thurston  and  V/attisf ield. 

The  Rodent  Operator  makes  regular  visits  and  gives  special  care  to 
the  condition  of  these  tips. 

334  loads  of  house  refuse  Y/ere  removed  during  the  year. 

This  service  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  Council’s  policy  of 
providing  a  standard  dustbin  at  an  annual  rental  of  5/-  where  tenants 
so  require.  There  are  nov;  very  few  houses  v/hich  have  not  been  provided 
with  a  standard  dustbin. 

As  from  May  1951  a  salvage  scheme  for  paper  was  operated  by  Mr.  Wyatt, 
and  until  the  end  of  the  year  it  produced  11  tons,  14  cwts.,  3  Qrs.  of 
paper,  which  produced  £128.  1.  0.  -  which  it  will  be  noted  is  rather  more 
than  a*  peian^’-  rato  saved.

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES.  73  inspections  relating  to  the  provision  of 
the  Shop  iict'Ji  19349  were  made.  From  these  inspections^  which  pay  regard  to 
ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodationp  no  action  v/as  required  in  any  case, 

(v)  CAMPING  SITES.  There  are  9  licensed  sites  within  the  District 

on  which  there  are  15  caravansp  housing  approximately  40  persons,  87  visits 
were  paid  at  frequent  intervals  to  these  sites  during  the  year  and  they  were 
found  to  he  maintained  in  good  condition. 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABA TEMEN T .  No  smoke  nuisance  was  either  observed  or 
reported. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS.  There  are  no  swirmriing  baths  in  the  District. 

The  swimming  baths  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  Stovimiarket  are  available  at 
reasonable  distance  to  many  of  our  inhabitants. 

(viii)  ElhiDICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.  No  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  was 
either  reported  or  discovered  during  1951* 

It  is  v/orthy  of  note  that  all  my  recordSj  which  extend  from  193^? 
have  she  tl  the  same  satisfactory  absence  froim  the  District  of  bed  bugs. 

(ix)  RODENT  CONTROL.  The  services  of  Mr.  T.  Farrowp  the  Rodent 
Operator p  were  retained  for  all  premises  throughout  the  District.  Free

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1958o  Section  15  -Bye-laws,  The  Council  made 
hye-laws  under  the  above  Act  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary 
and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food,  and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air. 

A  copy  of  the  bye-laws  was  sent  to  all  food  traders  in  the  District. 
Inspections  regarding  observance  of  the  bye-laws  are  made  during 
routine  visits  to  food  premises.  In  general  the  bye-laws  are 
observed  and  no  legal  action  has  so  far  been  necessary.
